Home sewing was the nation’s 
No. I hobby in 19 54. 
During the last y ear, 57 million 
women and g irls were buzzing away 
on more than 30 million sewing 
machines. They spent more than 
400 million dollars for fabrics, in­ 
v ested about 4 0 million dollars in 
patterns and another 300 million 
dollars in thread, trimming s and 
notions. 
Add the 279 million dollars they 
spent on sewing machines, and 
home sewing hits the billion dollar 
mark — big business in any body ’s 
lang uag e. 
Nex t y ear ev en more women are 
ex pected to J oin the home sewing 
brig ade, judg ing from the steadily

TAIPEI UP—Chinese Nationalist 
President Chiang 
Kai-shek 
said 
Monday the ev acuation and rede­ 
ploy ment of his Tachen Island 
troops, were “ positiv e prepara­ 
tions for the counterattack (ag ainst 
the Red mainland) and not a neg ­ 
ativ e stand.” 
Chiang , in a written statement, 
said ev acuation was a “ painful 
decision,” but the latest military 
dev elopments had made the Ta- 
chens lose their military v alue. 
“ The most important task of the 
g ov ernment forces is to counter­ 
attack the Communists and recov er 
the mainland,” Chiang said. “ Un­ 
der the present military situation 
our g ov ernment forces, in order to 
conserv e their counterattack poten­ 
tial, should under no circumstance 
be allowed to be dissipated at 
such a time and place as the 
enemy mig ht* choose.”

Glass 
is rapidly being supplanted by 
v arious substitutes, which are 
lig hter, and unbreakable. 
A cold frame is useful the y ear 
around. There is no way y ou can 
use the few square feet of g ar­ 
den space required for it, to bet­ 
ter adv antag e. 
Any one who can driv e a nail, 
and operate a saw, can build a 
cold frame. The boards can be 
cut this winter in the basement 
or g arag e, and put tog ether in 
a short time as soon as possible 
to work outdoors. 
Since inex pensiv e electric heat 
will turn a cold frame into a 
hotbed the manure heated hot­ 


bed is seldom seen. Heat is not 
needed for most of the uses 
to which a cold frame can be 
put; and being without objec­ 
tionable dirt or odor it can be 
placed near the house, where 
steps will be sav ed. 
A location in the full su n all 
day is required for best resu lts 
and shelter from cold win d s is 
beneficial. The sash should in ­ 
cline toward the south. Heav y 
boards of cy press, white pine, or 
redwood are preferable, sin ce 
the frame will often be wet and 
must resist decay . 
The illustration is a practical 
working -drawing of a standard 
one-sash cold frame. Standard 
g lazed sash is 3 by 6 feet; but a 
frame can be made of any con­ 
v enient dimensions, if sash of a 
suitable size is av ailable. Sash 
cov ered with transparent plastic 
materials will be much lig hter 
than g lazed-sash, and also will 
allow ultra-v iolet ray s to pass 
throug h t# the plants.

President 
Truman 
liked

“ Missouri 
Waltz,” but Col. Santelmann say s 
he alway s wanted the band to 
play Chopin.
